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We  are  on  earth  “to  see  if  we 
will  prove  worthy  of  all  those 
things  we  have  been  commanded 
to  do,”  stated  Elder  Thomas  S. 
Monson  in  Devotional  Tuesday. 

Elder  Monson,  a member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  urged  students 
to  avoid  the  faces  of  failure  and 
emphasize  the  positive  attitudes 
of  accomplishment  in  life.

Elder  Monson  said,  “Let  no  one 
of  us-no  one  of  us— cause  himself 
to  be  a failure  because  he  has 
looked  upon  such  a face  ...” 

He  said  that  fear  is  one  of  the 
faces  of  failure  and  causes  people 
to  erect  a barrier  between 
themselves  and  their 
opportunities.  Adding  that  fear 
causes  people  to  withdraw  into  a 
sheltered  life,  he  also  said  that 
with  fear,  people  become  content 
with  mediocrity. 

“Oh  what  a deceitful  face,” 
commented  Elder  Monson 
referring  to  another  face  of 
failure,  idleness.  “Slowly  but 
surely  we  fall  within  its  grasp.” 

He  included  as  idleness  “wishing 
without  work”  and  day-dreaming. 

Referring  to  sin  as  a face  of 
failure,  Elder  Monson  said,  “The 
outcome  is  everlasting.” 

Elder  Monson  stated  that 
doubt,  one  more  face  of  failure, 
undermines  testimony  and  chips 
away  one’s  conscience. 

Rather  than  being  a failure, 
Elder  Monson  urged  that  the 
attitudes  of  accomplishment  be 
emphasized. 

“Whereas  doubt  destroys,  faith 
fulfills,”  he  stated.  “When  we 
have  an  attitude  of  faith  all  things 
will  be  possible  to  us. 

‘‘Work  will  win  when 
wishy-washy  wishing  won’t,” 
Elder  Monson  said,  referring  to  a 
missionary  concept  of , work, 
another  positive  attitude  of 
accomplishment. 

He  said  that  although  he  could 
call  work  industry,  he  preferred  to 
call  it  work.  He  named  the 
capacity  to  make  a second  effort 
and  perseverance  as  part  of  work. 

“Are  we  prepared  to  make  that 
second  effort  as  sons  and 
daughters  of  our  Heavenly  Father 


when  responsibility  closes  in  on 
us?”  Elder  Monson  questioned. 

“The  happy  life  grows  upon  us 
year  by  year,  little  by  little,”  he 
said.  “By  a life  of  work  so  well 
done  we  can  look  the  world 
straight  in  the  eye.  We  will  have  a 
happy  life,”  he  stated.  “Happiness 
does  not  come-we  make  it. 

“I  love  that  principle  of 
obedience,  that  principle  of 
magnifying  one’s  callings,”  Elder 
Monson  said  as  he  talked  about 
obedience  as  an  attitude  of 
accomplishment.  He  also  cited 
courage,  love  and  forgiveness  in 
these  attitudes.

In  one  of  his  first  acts  since 
being  elected  student  body 
president,  Brian  Walton  initiated  a 
call  to  all  student  body  presidents 
of  the  WAC  Conference  schools 
Monday. 

Referring  to  the  call,  Walton 
said,  “The  issue  of  BYU,  the  WAC 
and  the  racial  problems  of  the 
past  year  were  discussed  briefly.  It 
was  agreed  that  all  of  the 
presidents  would  meet  in  Salt 
Lake  City  on  June  6 and  7 to 
discuss  what  action  should  be 
taken  (concerning  the  issues).”

Prague  was  obliged  to  celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  liberation 
of  Czechoslovakia  from  the  Nazis  in  the  most  cruelly  ironic  way. 
Certainly  it  was  not  the  way  most  Czechoslovaks  would  have  freely 
chosen,  as  was  borne  out  by  the  soft-pedalling  which  the  authorities 
applied  to  the  publicity  attending  it.  The  highlight  of  the  celebration 
was  the  signing  of  the  new  treaty  of  friendship  with  the  Soviet  Union, 
fow  which  Messrs.  Brezhnev  and  Kosygin  descended  on  Prague  In 
many  ways  this  represented  the  culmination  of  the  operation  begun 
with  the  Soviet  invasion  of  Czechoslovakia  nearly  two  years  ago.  It 
dotted  the  final  “i”  and  crossed  the  final  “t”  on  Czechoslovakia’s 
reimprisonment  within  the  Soviet  bloc-politically,  economically,  and 
militarily. 

There  were  no  crowds  in  the  street  to  welcome  or  cheer  the  Soviet 
leaders.  Instead  an  invited  assembly  of  some  1,000  people  were 
gathered  in  the  courtyard  of  the  Hradcany  Castle-together,  of  course 
with  detachments  of  Soviet  and  Czechoslovak  troops.  Within  the
